ABS, which prevents all four wheels from locking 
even when the car is braked on a slippery surface, 
provides added control capability and increases your 
motoring sofety It is fitted as standard on some BX 
mode/s ond is available os an affordable and very 
worthwhile option on others. 

The advantages of 4-whee/ drive ore weii docu¬ 
mented. But it would be hard to imagine a car which 


exploits them as fully as the Citroen 6X. There are two 4-whee/ dri 
mode/s - the 1.9 Hire, 107 bp BX 4x4 Estate and its fuel-injected C

The power units range from a thrifty (but 
nifty) 1.4; a 94 hp 1.6 and four 1.9 litre engines - 
a normally aspiroted powerplant producing 107 
hp, a 122 hp fuel-injected engine equipped with 
a 3-way catalytic convener, a fuei-injected sports 
version which punches out o hefty 124 hp and

Diesels? Citroen are acknowledged lenders in the field. There is o 
phenomena/iy economical 1769cc engine and a turbochorged 
engine of the same copacity which disposes (in 10 seconds) of 
the old myth that a diesel engined car cannot make o good 
showing in the 0-60 mph stakes.

The BX GTi 4x4 not only measures up to the highest standards of 
4-whee/ drive sports saloon motoring, in one important respect it exceeds them, because its 
unique se/f ieveiiing suspension can be odjusted to give greater ground clearance.
